in tharbehalfe. And neuertheleſſe His Maicltics plealureis, that two of His Juſtices, That is to fay, of cither 
| ; Bench one, ſhall the firſt day of Michaelmas Tearme next, called Oftabis Michaelis, according tothe ancient or- 
, '_ derof the Lawes, keepe theEſſoines of the ſaid Oftabis Michaelis, at which YVras of Saint Michael, Writs of adiour- 
nament (which His Maieſtic hereby Commandeth the Lord Keeper of the Great Scale of England ro make 
foorth, ſhall bee directed to the ſaid lultices, giuing them authority to adiourne the faid Tearme of Saint Mi- 
chacl, (That is to ſay) from the Ueas thereof, varill the fourch Rerurne, as before is ſaid : And the faid adiour- 
nament ſhall bee made in the firſt day of the ſaid Yras, commonly called the day of Efſoines. Andfurther His 
þ Maieſtics pleaſure is, Thar all Matters, Cauſes, and Suites depending inany of His other Courts betweene party | 
and party, as in his Highneſſe Courts of Chauncery, Star-chamber, and Exchequer, Courts of Wardes and 
Liucries, Dutchic of Lancaſter, and Court of Requelts ſhall hauc continuance, and rhe parties ſhall haue day 
4 from the date of thele preſents, vnill the ſaid fourch Returne as before is ſaid. Prouided alwayes, and His 
Maieſlics pleaſure and Commandement is, That all ColleCtoars, Recciuers, Sheriffes, and other Accomprants, * 
and all other perſons that ſhould, or oughtto accompr, or pay any ſumme, or ſummes of money in any of His 
Maicſties Courts of Exchequer, Courts of Wardes and Liuerics, andof His Dutchie of Lancaſter, or in any of 
them, or to -nter into any accompt in any of che ſaid Courrs, ſhall repaire vnto His Maicſtics Houſe of Rich- 
mond, where His Highneſſe hath appointed ſuch Officers and Miniſters, as for that purpoſe His Maieſtic hath 
choughr expediznt, and there to pay and doc in cuery behalfe, as though no ſuch Proclamation of adiourne- 
ment had bcene had or made. And His Maicftics further pleaſure and Commandement is, that all Sheriffes + 4 
ſhall rerurne their Writs and Proces againſt all ſuch Accomprantsand Debtors, at the daycs thercin appointed. 
And if any perſon, or perſons, who ought to accompr, or Pay any ſuname, or ſummes of money to His Maicſtie 
in any of the Courts and places aforc-ſaid doe make defaulr therein, that then His Highneſle Writs and Proces 
{hall bec awarded and ſent foorth againſt cucry ſuch perſon and perſons, and the ſame to bee duly and orderly 
ſcrued, and returned by the Sheriffes and Officers thereunto appointed in ſuch like manner and forme as the 
ſame ſhould haue beene if this preſent Proclamantion had not beene made. And if any Sheriffe or other 
Officer ſhall make defaule, or bee negligent in ſeruing, executing, or returning of any the Writs and Proces a+ , 
| foreſaid, thatthen euery fuch Sheriffe and other Officer ſhall incurre ſuch paincs and penaltics asby the ſaid 
Courts, or any of them ſhall bee taxed and afleſſed, Willing and Commanding all and eucry His Maicſtics 
| Sheriffes, Offizers, Miniſters and Subic&s, ro whom it docth, or ſhall appertaine to obſerue and keepe their 
0 | aſſemblies ard apparances with 41! their Returnes and Certificars in His Highneſle ſaid Courts at Heftminſler in 
Menſe Michaelis next comming, then and there co be holden and kept, and thereto doe their Offices aud denies-———--- 
in cucry bchalfe in like mannerand forme as they ſhould, or ought to haue done if this preſent Proclamation 
had not be-ne had or made, asthey will anfwere to the contrary at their perils, |
